'l'ho tin plato mill in connoctlon with
the Laughlin null works at Martln'i
Ferry la no longor a doubt but la a auro

go. All of tho contracts huvo boon lot,
tho dotaila nearly all arranged and
ground will be broken for tho plant as
soon aa tho weathor will permit. Tho
lKT*LMOEHC*n's information la ofllcial
oud Martin's Forry la to be congrat'u-
latod on tho acquisition of tbla now and
Important industry. h will be tho first
tin plato worki in tho town propor aud
will give employment to a largo numbor
of persona; juat how many la not now

known. Tho contract calls for four com¬
plete mills. Work haa been commenced
on the machinery, which will bo the
very boat and to bo readv aa qnickly i
possible.
Tho plant will bo completed aa early

in the yoar aa workmen aro able to do
it and tho manufacture of tin plato
commencod immediately, providing
everything ia saliafactory at that tirno.
It ia understood that the Laughlin peo-
pla btd flattering ofler. lo locato at aov-
eral other placet. Ono towu, according
to tho report, oilering u bonus of $75,000,
but tho company decidod to build in
Martin's Ferry, for several reasons.
Some Martin's Ferry people foarod that
the company would accept ono of the
outside offers and tho town should be
glad that it ia to have the how industry.
It means a bolter day for Martin's
Ferr}'. Totton A Hogg, of Pittsburgh,
haTt the contract for the tin plato plant
aud their reputation is a guarantee of
tho charactor of tho work that will be
done.
Whon oompleted the plant will be

one of tho tlnest and best tin plate mills
in the United States. The machinery
will conaiat of twenty-four inch hot
mills and four twenty inch cold mills,
and room has bean provided for four
more hot mills. The mill bulldinga will
be of iron and the tinning houso and
packing room of brick. The hot mill 1

building will be 70x140 feet, with abed
to cover heating and pair furnaces 20x
140 feet, and shed to cover auiealing
furnaces 25x145. The cold rolling
building will be 62x12! feet, with shed
for- annealing furnaces 25tB0 feet.
The plant waa designed by F. D. Free¬

man, of tho Totton A Hogg company,
who with his son will take charge of the
erection and starting of tho plant. The
nail plate train of rolls in the Laughlin
mill will be ohanged into a train for I
roiling the aheet bars for the new plant..!
Shears and roller tablea to be put in
will enablo them to cut the sheet bar to

proper lengtha as fast as it ia roiUd.
The Laughlin people had an option

on the old foundry property near tho
mill, but will not take it. Other prop¬
erty nearby baa been acquired. The
mill has its own coal bank, and this is
valuable property since natural gaa haa
become so expensive. 1
